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EDITORIAL 


The Industry

R. Richards Rolapp 

May 14, 1993 


E very American connected in any way to horses lost a 
friend when R. Richards Rolapp died in May at age 52. While Rich, as 
president of the American Horse G>uncil, represented all breeds and 
equine sports, his personal favorites were Thoroughbreds and racing. For ap¬ 
proximately five years he served as a loyal, enthusiastic and valued director of 
Maryland Million Ltd. 

As often happens when friends die, there are some regrets. I wish now that I 
had impressed more forcefully upon Rich my deep conviction that his holding 
the nation’s horse industry together was, by itself, a great achievement, one in 
which he should have taken pride. That the AHC has managed to keep us in one 
boat for so long is a remarkable feat, and a testimonial to him. 

Naturally, when I once credited him for maintaining a single voice for horses 
in Washington, he discounted it, revealing that even he was unaware of its 
importance. But, as a former business lobbyist, I can attest that while most 
industries are far less diverse than the horse industry, nearly every one is com¬ 
pelled to cope with two, three or more competing Washington offices. 

Had Rich never accomplished one other thing on behalf of our industry, he 
would deserve all the praise we could give him. It was an achievement he never 
acknowledged, but to me, in refusing to be objective about it, he undervalued 
both its importance and his contribution. Given the nature of his illness, it pains 
me to think of him having undervalued his life’s work. 

My other regret, along the same lines, is that the recession of the 1990s— 
combined with tax changes beyond the influence of the massive and ubiquitous 
real estate industry, let alone the tiny horse industry—prevented Rich from 
receiving from his own industry the heartfelt appreciation he deserved for his 
years of service; i.e., the respect due an experienced spokesman. 

For Rich Rolapp, devoted husband and beloved father of four children, we 
commend the words of William Cowper Brann: 

The place to take the test of a man is not the forum or field, not the market place or 
the amen corner, but at his ownfireside. There he lays aside his mask and you may judge 
whether he is imp or angel, king or cur, hero or humbug. 

I care not what the world says of him, whether it cromi him with bays or pelt him 
with eggs. I care never a copper what his reputation or religion may be. If his babes dread 
his homecoming and his better half has to swallow her heart every time she asks him for a 
five-dollar bill, he’s a fraud of the first water, even though he prays night and mom 
until he is black in the face, and howls hallelujah until he shakes the eternal hills. 

But if his children rush to the front gate to meet him, and love’s own sunshine 
illumines the face of his wife when she hears hisfootsteps, you may take it for granted that 
he is true gold, for his home’s a heaven and the humbug never got that close to the great 
white throne of God.

o* The New MTHA Board needs to be proactive, not reactive. The New Board must 
function as a professional business board, with directors establishing goals, creat¬ 
ing a business plan to achieve those goals, and forming ad hoc committees that 
understand issues and give recommendations based on facts. 

o* The New MTHA Board should address the environment for horses and back- 
stretch employees which has continued to deteriorate. Funds from the reduced 
state takeout in 1985 were allocated by law to improve the facilities and the Board 
needs to ensure that the spirit of the law is followed. 

o* The New MTHA Board will face challenges as well as opportunities resulting 
from simulcasting, OTB, and other technological advances. The New Board 
needs to understand how the funds should be allocated, and how to maintain the 
proper balance of live racing versus simulcasting. We must protect live racing 
while maximizing distribution and revenue. 

o* The New MTHA Board’s interest in Maryland racing is no less than that of race¬ 
track management. It is not just our right to be involved in the decisions that 
affect Maryland racing, it is our responsibility. 

o* The New MTHA Board, by putting forth creative plans to increase the customer 
base and attract new horsemen, will develop a win-win joint venture. The New 
Board has to aggressively work with management to increase attendance, handle, 
and most importantly — purses.

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Sea Hero’s Kentucky Derby 
is Mellon’s crowning glory 

Virginian becomes only owner ever to win 
Epsom Derby, Arc de Triomphe and Kentucky Derby 

By Lucy Acton 



P art of Thoroughbred racing’s great allure is 
the possibility that anyone —that means you —really could 
someday, maybe, win the Kentucky Derby. 

Horses can defy all odds. Look at 1992 Derby winner Lil E. 
Tee: sold as a yearling for $2,000. The previous year’s first-place finisher— 
Strike the Gold—was also a pig in a poke, albeit a much more expensive one, 
acquired privately in a package deal from the faltering Calumet Farm. 


On the other hand, no one could 
ever, realistically, aspire to be another 
Paul Mellon. 

And that’s why, years from now, 
racing devotees will still speak in rev¬ 
erential terms about the outcome of 
this year’s 119th running of the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. 

There was more than one hero in 
the winner’s circle at Churchill 
Downs, after Mellon’s homebred Sea 
Hero drew off to an authoritative, 
two and a half-length victory. 

A strapping bay colt by Polish 
Navy out of Glowing Tribute (by 
Graustark), Sea Hero joined Pleasant 
Colony (1981), Secretariat (1973) 
and Reigh Count (1928) as one of 
only four Virginia-breds ever to win 
the Derby. 

But he is the first Kentucky Derby 
winner for two gentlemen who 
between them had accounted for just 
about every other major racing prize: 
Paul Mellon, 85, and Hall of Fame 
trainer MacKenzie Miller, 71. 

“This is something you never be¬ 
lieve is going to happen to you until it 
does,” was Mellon’s comment. No 


Sea Hero, ridden to victory by Jerry 
Bailey, came from generations of 
illustrious Rokeby farm bloodlines. 
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“I don’t think there is anyone who enjoys racing more than I do, or the sight of mares and 
foals grazing in green fields, or yearlings running wild and throwing themselves about, even 
though it puts your heart in your mouth. The sights and sounds of the countryside, as well as 
the color and action and excitement of the racecourse, are what turn me on: the mare suckling 
her foal, the renegade foal bothering all the others, the yearling who is boss of the field. . .”

Juiy/August 1993 
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one doubted Mellon was speaking 
from the heart. 

In two minutes, two and two- 
fifths seconds. Sea Hero completed 
an odyssey that had been launched al¬ 
most 30 years ago. 

Sea Hero’s family has been making 
headlines ever since Mellon, acting in 
partnership with “platinum king” 
Charles Engelhard, purchased the 
1993 Kentucky Derby winner’s 
granddam Admiring for a world rec¬ 
ord price back in 1966. 

A top race filly in her own right. 
Admiring (by leading sire Hail to 
Reason) had practically every creden¬ 
tial imaginable. She won the 1964 
Arlington-Washington Lassie and 
placed in six other added-money 
races, including the Matron Stakes. 
Her dam Searching (by War Admiral) 
was an outstanding race mare whose 
accomplishments as a producer were 
even more extraordinary. 

Among Admiring’s star-studded 
cast of close relatives is her half-sister 
Affectionately (by Swaps), who took 
three championship titles (as the na¬ 
tion’s best 2-year-old filly in 1962; 
and handicap mare and sprinter in 
1965). Affectionately would go on to 
produce Personality (by Hail to Rea¬ 
son), who was co-horse of the year in 
1970. 

Admiring’s full sister Priceless 
Gem defeated Buckpasser while win¬ 
ning the 1965 Futurity, and also cap¬ 
tured that year’s Frizette Stakes. 
Priceless Gem lived up to her name as 
the dam of French horse of the year in 
1974, Allez France. 

Trainer Mack Miller (then em¬ 
ployed by Charles Engelhard) made 
the historic bid, purchasing Admir¬ 
ing on behalf of Engelhard and Mel¬ 
lon at the Isidor Bieber/Hirsch Jacobs 
“reduction sale” at Saratoga. The 
price—$310,000—sent shockwaves 
throughout the industry. 

Then 4 years old, and at the end of 
her racing career. Admiring exceeded 
the previous record for a horse in 
training by $95,000, the existing 
mark of $215,000 having been set by 
Mrs. Marion duPont Scott for Rose 
Trader at the William duPont disper- 
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sal held at Timonium several months 
earlier. 

The most that had ever been paid 
for a Thoroughbred at auction up to 
that time was $235,000, the figure 
brought by the broodmare Berio at 
the duPont dispersal, and in the 
1920s for an English stallion, So- 
lario. 

Admiring, who became the sole 
property of Mellon following En- 
gelhard’s death in 1971, took some 
time to fulfill her owners’ lofty 
hopes. In fact, Engelhard wasn’t here 
to see it happen. 

The men alternated years, flipping 
a coin to see who would get the mare’s 
first offspring. “When she was in Mr. 
Engelhard’s year, she would go to 
Claiborne. When she was in our year, 
she’d foal in Virginia,” recalls Henry 
White, one of Mellon’s longtime 
blcx)dstock advisors and the manager 
of Plum Lane Farm in Kentucky, 
where the Mellon horses stayed while 
in Kentucky to be bred. 

Not until her sixth foal was born, 
in 1973, did Admiring produce a 
stakes-caliber runner. u We bred Ad¬ 
miring to Graustark, because Elliott 
(Burch, then serving as private train¬ 
er for Mellon) was a big fan of the 
stallion’s sire, *Ribot,” White has re¬ 
called. 

Patience is rewarded 

Admiring’s 1973 daughter by 
Graustark was named Glowing Trib¬ 
ute. 

Now famous as the dam of Sea 
Hero, Glowing Tribute was en¬ 
shrined in Mellon’s Rokeby Stables 
hall of fame long before this year’s 
Derby. 

Her record on the track? Back-to- 
back victories at 3 and 4 in the 
Sheepshead Bay Handicap-G2; also 
at 3, the Diana Handicap-G2; a total 
of nine wins from 24 career starts; 
earnings of $230,819. 

The next chapter, in the breeding 
shed, takes longer to summarize. 

Glowing Tribute’s first foal was 
Hero’s Honor, a 1980 colt by North¬ 
ern Dancer who won four major 


stakes including the Grade 1 Bowling 
Green and United Nations Hand¬ 
icaps, earned just under a half-million 
dollars, and went on to be a successful 
sire. 

Since then she has produced three 
more stakes winners, not counting 
Sea Hero. 

Wild Applause, her 1981 North¬ 
ern Dancer filly, won the Diana 
Handicap-G2, Comely Stakes-G3, 
earned $240,136, and became the 
dam of Mellon’s homebred Grade 1 
winner Eastern Echo. 

Others are Glowing Honor, a 
1985 Seattle Slew filly who captured 
the Diana Handicap-G2 twice and 
the Leixable Stakes-G3, earning 
$296,450; and the 1986 gelding 
Seattle Glow (by Seattle Slew), win¬ 
ner of the Spend a Buck Stakes and 
$69,023. 

Last but not least. Glowing Trib¬ 
ute is the granddam, through her 
daughter Victoria Cross (an unraced 
foal of 1983 by Spectacular Bid), of 
Mellon’s other current 3-year-old 
stakes performer England Expects. 

England Expects (a gelding by 
Topsider) won last year’s Tremont 
Stakes-G3 by a resounding eight and 
a half lengths, and was for some time 
considered at least as talented as Sea 
Hero. An allowance winner this sea¬ 
son, he made his 1993 stakes debut as 
the favorite in the Riva Ridge Stakes- 
G3 on Belmont Stakes day, but faded 
to finish out of the money. 

Sea Hero arrives 

Mellon’s 4,000-acre Rokeby, in 
the shadow of the Blue Ridge Moun¬ 
tains near Upperville, Va., is too vast, 
and tcx) grand, to fit the usual defini¬ 
tion of a farm. 

The main portion of the property 
has been in Mellon hands since 1931, 
when Paul Mellon’s father Andrew 
W. Mellon, the fabled banker and 
U.S. Treasury Secretary, purchased it 
as a gift for Paul Mellon’s mother (the 
two had been divorced for almost 20 
years at the time). 

Mellon expanded the landhold¬ 
ings some tenfold, after buying 
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“People said: ‘Miller doesn’t want to go to the Kentucky Derby. ’ That 
wasn’t true. I always wanted to go. But I wanted that special horse.” 
MacKenzie Miller, longtime private trainer for Paul Mellon’s Rokeby Stables. 


Rokeby from his mother several years 
later. “I decided, after I had bought it 
from Mother that I would try to add 
some neighboring farms as they came 
onto the market and use some of the 
increased acreage for my racing and 
breeding operation,” recounted Mel¬ 
lon in his autobiography. Reflections 
in a Silver Spoon. “The purchases start¬ 
ed before World War II and contin¬ 
ued after it. . . ” 

Established farms, with characters 
all their own—the roster including 
Oak Spring, Loughborough, Milan 
Mill, Spring Hill, Edgewood and

Sundridge—were incorporated into 
Rokeby, while continuing to be 
known by their own names. 

The Sundridge section of Rokeby, 
formerly the headquarters of Robert 
Sterling Clark, has an enclosed barn 
that was used for early-foaling mares. 
It was there that Sea Hero was born 
on the night of March 4, 1990. 

“He was special, because Glowing 
Tribute was always special,” says 
Rokeby’s stable manager Ernie Bugg. 
But Bugg doesn’t remember any¬ 
thing extraordinary about the events 
of that night. “If I had known he was

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going to win the Kentucky Derby,” 
says Bugg with a slight smile, U I 
would have tried to remember more.” 

Always “great looking, very attrac¬ 
tive, well-mannered,” according to 
Bugg, who oversaw his early care. Sea 
Hero followed the usual routine for 
Rokeby yearlings. The breaking pro¬ 
cess was begun on the farm, on Au¬ 
gust 1. Ninety days later, on Novem¬ 
ber 1, the colt was shipped to Aiken, 
S.C., to complete his early education 
under Mack Miller. 

Miller, who succeeded Elliott 
Burch as Rokeby’s private trainer in 
1976, stands at the top of the “struc¬ 
ture of command. . . in the form of a 
very broad-based pyramid,” as Mel¬ 
lon explained in Reflections in a Silver 
Spoon. “It is an arrangement that has 
stood the test of time. . . I suppose I 
stand at the apex as a sort of chairman 
of the board with a veto that I almost 
never need to use. My trainer is 
Rokeby’s chief executive officer. He 
does all the work, makes 98 percent of 
the mating decisions, and decides all 
the racing strategy but with constant 
reference to me. Together with Ian 
Balding, my English trainer, every 
summer at Rokeby we discuss which 
yearlings will go to England to race 
and which will remain in the United 
States, although I reserve for myself 
these final decisions.” 

A reunion of sorts 

Sea Hero might have been new to 
Miller’s barn, but in many ways he 
was already near and dear to the train¬ 
er, who had planned the mating that 
produced him. “We bred Glowing 
Tribute to Danzig two years in a row 
(for 1988 and '89) and she failed to 
conceive both times,” recalls Miller. 

The next season. Miller selected a 
son of Danzig: Polish Navy. A mil¬ 
lionaire campaigned by breeder/own¬ 
er Ogden Phipps and trainer Shug 

Mellon’s Rokeby near Middleburg 
spans 4,000 acres and is one of the 
largest employers in Fauquier 
County, Va. Its many remarkable 
features include split rail and stone 
fences (top) and the main broodmare 
complex with its famous statue of 
Mellon’s all-time great Mill Reef. 
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McGaughey, Polish Navy (out of 
Navsup by *Tatan) then stood at 
Claiborne Farm in Paris, Ky., but has 
since been moved to Dr. Koichiro 
Hayata’s CB Stud in Japan. 

“Rokeby had a share in Polish 
Navy,” says Miller, who consulted 
with his “good friend Henry White” 
in the yearly ritual of planning the list 
of next year’s matings right after the 
close of the Saratoga racing season. 
“And you could also occasionally 
draw bonus seasons, which we hap¬ 
pened to do that year—so we sent two 
mares to Polish Navy. When mating 
time came, I always had to worry 
about outcrosses, which was one of 
the more difficult parts of the job. 

“As I reflect on my years with Mr. 
Mellon, I believe I made some mis¬ 
takes early on by not patronizing 
enough outside stallions, which we 
were certainly allowed to do. But 
that’s over and done with. We did 
breed many mares to Danzig and Mr. 
Prospector.” 

Dispatched as 1.3-1 favorite in his 
first start—a maiden special at Bel¬ 
mont on July 13, 1992—Sea Hero 
finished a well-beaten fourth behind 
another regally-bred young colt, 
Shug McGaughey-trained Strolling 
Along (a son of Easy Goer’s full sister. 
Grade 1 winner Cadillacing). 

After that five and a half furlong 
event. Miller tried Sea Hero at pro¬ 
gressively longer distances, and he 
broke his maiden in his fourth out¬ 
ing, at a mile on the turf, on Septem¬ 
ber 7 at Belmont. He followed up, 
two weeks later, with an allowance 
victory under identical conditions at 
Belmont. 

Then came the Champagne 
Stakes-Gl, on October 10. “I said to 
myself: This is my Derby horse!’ ” re¬ 
calls Miller. “He won so convin- 
cingly.” 

Sea Hero drew away to win the 
Champagne by five and three-quarter 
lengths (over Maryland-bred Secret 
Odds, who would later be voted his 
home state’s champion 2-year-old 
colt). 

But Rokebys best hope faltered in 
the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl at 


Gulfstream Park, three weeks later. 
“He hated the race track, and he hated 
the humidity in Florida,” says Miller, 
putting Sea Hero’s seventh-place fin¬ 
ish (nearly nine lengths behind the 
victorious Gilded Time) in perspec¬ 
tive. 

Still, Sea Hero remained in Flori¬ 
da last winter with trainer Scotty 
Schulhofer’s stable. His repugnance 
for warm weather was confirmed 
(“Florida is not his cup of tea,” as Mil¬ 
ler puts it) when he finished far out of 
the money in his first 1993 start—the 
Palm Beach Stakes-G3, at a mile and a 
sixteenth on February 7 at Gulf- 
stream Park. 

Although most at home on the 
turf (“Grass is his thing,” says Miller, 


“he loves it best of all”). Sea Hero 
again failed to measure up, finishing 
third in an allowance race, at a mile 
and a sixteenth on the turf, on Febru¬ 
ary 25 at Gulfstream. 

Miller brought him back to Aiken, 
and got a new horse. “He changed 
dramatically in only five or six days,” 
says Miller. “He really appreciated the 
cooler weather.” 

Asked for hard work, the colt 
thrived. “Aiken isn’t an afternoon 
track. It’s a training track,” notes Mil¬ 
ler. “We were able to get some ex¬ 
tremely hard works into him.” 

His batteries recharged. Sea Hero 
hung tough in the Blue Grass Stakes- 
G2, on April 10 at Keeneland. He fin¬ 
ished fourth behind Prairie Bayou, 
Wallenda and Dixieland Heat, beaten 
two and three-quarter lengths by the 
winner. 


“We felt he deserved a chance to 
move forward,” says Miller. A fair 
enough decision, in retrospect. 

Run for the roses 

Sea Hero didn’t stir great hopes 
leading up to the Derby. But none of 
the 19 starters did. The crowd at 
Churchill Downs sent him off at odds 
of almost 13-1. Prairie Bayou, the fa¬ 
vorite, was more than 4-1. 

Benefiting from a masterful ride 
by jockey Jerry Bailey, Sea Hero 
found his spot on the rail during the 
stretch run and made it look almost 
easy, leaving in his immediate wake 
Prairie Bayou, Wild Gale and Person¬ 
al Hope (the fourth-place finisher 


bred by Marylander Allaire duPont 
and partners, in Kentucky). 

For a Derby that didn’t have a lot 
of pre-race excitement—no Secretar¬ 
iats, or even Arazis, dominated the 
morning line—the outcome was sur¬ 
prisingly emotional. “Even the peo¬ 
ple who didn’t know a Mill Reef from 
a Fort Marcy cheered as 85-year-old 
Paul Mellon crossed the main track to 
greet his first Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner,” wrote The Blood-Horse’s Jay Hov- 
dey. 

Fittingly, it also happened to be 
the day Paul Mellon and his wife Bun¬ 
ny were celebrating their 45th wed¬ 
ding anniversary. 

Who would have predicted that 
this would be Mellon’s year to win the 
Kentucky Derby? 

Now in the twilight of his long ca¬ 
reer as one of the world’s great philan-

thropists and art collectors, as well as 
race horse owners, Mellon had made 
three earlier attempts. 

Quadrangle was the first horse to 
carry Rokeby’s colors in the Derby, 
finishing fifth to Northern Dancer in 
1964. Five years later, Mellon came 
close when Arts and Letters just mis¬ 
sed as runner-up to Majestic Prince. 
In 1972, his Head of the River fin¬ 
ished eighth. 

Miller has saddled just one other 
Derby starter. Jig Time, who finished 
sixth in 1968. 

u Whether Fd ever won anything 
else or not, the Kentucky Derby is 
something that everybody in the 
horse business would like to win,” re¬ 
marked Mellon, whose record as an 


owner/breeder was, and is, in all other 
respects phenomenal. 

He has owned a total of 86 stakes 
winners, and bred 90 (three of them 
in partnership). Two of his homc- 
breds—Arts and Letters (1969) and 
Fort Marcy (1970)—have been horse 
of the year in the United States. 
Rokeby has also been represented by 
champions Key to the Mint, Run the 
Gantlet, and American Way (a stee¬ 
plechaser). But Mellon will probably 
always be best remembered in the rac¬ 
ing world as the owner/breeder of the 
outstanding European champion 
Mill Reef. 

Still the only horse ever to win the 
Epsom Derby and the Arc de Tri- 
omphe in the same season (1971), 


Mill Reef went on to a successful ca¬ 
reer at stud in England, siring such 
stars as Reference Point and Shirley 
Heights, before his death in 1986. 

Sea Hero completed the score. 
With his victory, Mellon became the 
only owner ever to have won all three 
of the world’s most prized classics: the 
Epsom Derby, Arc de Triomphe and 
Kentucky Derby. 

Only one other breeder, the late 
John Galbreath, has bred both Ep¬ 
som and Kentucky Derby winners. 


Not over yet 

If anyone duplicates that feat, it 
will most likely not be Mellon him¬ 
self. But there is still a possibility. . . 

Because of his advancing age, Mel¬ 
lon began dismantling Rokeby last 
year. Stating that he is “far more inter¬ 
ested in the racing prospects for each 
current year, than the relatively far off 
racing prospects of next year’s foals,” 
he consigned his entire 29-member 
Rokeby broodmare band to the 
Keeneland November auction. 

The dispersal was a dazzling dis¬ 
play of horse flesh. In all, Rokeby sold 
32 horses for a total of $6,294,600. 

Sales-topper was Sea Hero’s half- 
sister Glowing Honor, in foal to Easy 
Goer, who brought $1.1 million. The 
price was also the highest amount 
paid for any horse at last year’s Keene¬ 
land November sales. 

Another of the Derby winner’s 
half-sisters. Wild Applause, was the 
next most expensive offering, at 
$1,025 million (in foal to Forty 
Niner). 

Twenty-nine broodmares sold for 
a total of $6,016,600; two horses of 
racing age, $260,000; nine stallion 
shares, $251,000; and one stallion. 
Lightning Leap (by Nijinsky II), 
$18,000. 

An additional nine mares were 
sold by Mellon at the Tattersalls New¬ 
market December sale in England. 
Led by champion Forest Flower (pur¬ 
chased for the U.S. equivalent of 
$794,750on behalfofMrs. Elizabeth 
Moran’s Pennsylvania-based Brush- 
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wood Stable), the consignment 
brought $2,272,424. 

No sooner had the auction receipts 
been delivered, however, than a sense 
of desolation settled over Rokeby. 
“We were all pretty sad,” says Bugg, 
“looking at those empty fields.” No 
one took it harder than Mellon him¬ 
self, and it now appears that Rokeby’s 
farm crew will have a few foals to de¬ 
liver next spring. 

As usual, it won’t be a run-of-the- 
mill affair. Currently, Mellon owns 
only one broodmare—Key Witness 
(by Key to the Mint), who was re¬ 
turned by the buyer after being sold 
for $550,000 at the Mellon Keene- 
land dispersal. That mare’s 4-year-old 
daughter You’d Be Surprised (by 
Blushing Groom-Fr) greatly en¬ 
hanced the family’s value by winning 
Pimlico’s Gallorette Handicap-G3 
two days before the Preakness. Key 
Witness foaled a colt by Forty Niner 
in Kentucky this year, and is back in 
foal to the same stallion. 


Plans are to return Key Witness to 
Rokeby farm, along with three or 
four fillies from Mellon’s racing sta¬ 
ble, according to Miller. Among the 
others is likely to be stakes winner 
Way of the World (a foal of 1989 by 
Dance of Life—Fairy Tern-GB by 
Mill Reef, winner of Belmont’s 1992 
Fleet Victress Stakes). 

The racing stable, meanwhile, is as 
full as ever. There are 24 horses, al¬ 
most all homebreds, in Miller’s barn 
at Belmont Park. Since Sea Hero’s 
Derby victory, another homebred has 
popped up and won a graded stakes— 
the 5-year-old gelding Home of the 
Free (by Hero’s Honor), victorious in 
the Jaipur Stakes-G3 on June 4 at Bel¬ 
mont. 

Some of the current horses in 
training will be sold at the Belmont 
paddock sale in November, explains 
Miller. But it will be an ordinary 
weeding-out process. Coming along 
for next season are 19 yearlings, four 
or five of whom were purchased. “We 


plan to sell three yearlings at Keene- 
land in the fall,” Miller says. “We’ll 
keep 16—three will go with Ian Bald¬ 
ing (who trains Mellon’s contingent 
in England), and the rest will stay 
with me. 

Rokeby will also be active as a pur¬ 
chaser in the select yearling sales this 
summer. “The plan is for me to buy 
two colts,” says Miller, “at either 
Keeneland or Saratoga. We’ll be par¬ 
ticipating in the market, trying to add 
different blood.” 

Many of the horses who brought 
Rokeby to distinction are long gone. 
Admiring and the gelding Fort Mar- 
cy were companions in retirement for 
several years, before being humanely 
destroyed due to infirmities of old 
age (Fort Marcy was 27; Admiring, 
29). Admiring lost her sight in her 
final years of life, according to Ernie 
Bugg. But it will be a long time be¬ 
fore racing loses sight of Paul Mel¬ 
lon’s Rokeby. □

Great loss to racing 

R. Richards Rolapp’s death on May 
14, from cancer at age 52, was mourned 
throughout the racing industry. 

President of the Washington, D.C.- 
based American Horse Council since 
1978, Rolapp was one of the industry’s 
most effective and prominent spokesmen. 

During his tenure, the AHC lobbied 
successfully for the Interstate Horse Rac¬ 
ing Act of 1978, helped defeat legislation 
that would have allowed federal interven¬ 
tion in racing, and last year secured a re¬ 
duction in the withholding tax on win¬ 
ning wagers. 

u Hc made a tremendous contribution 
to our industry, and I would say that he 
has always been an unsung hero and has 
never gotten the recognition by our in¬ 
dustry that he deserves,” said John A. Bell 
III, an AHC trustee and founding mem¬ 
ber. 

A graduate of Harvard Law School, 
Rolapp worked at the U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment from 1969-V1. During that 
time, he wrote a presidential task force 
report on drugs and served as assistant to 
former Attorney General John N. Mit¬ 
chell. Rolapp also served as special coun¬ 
sel to the Republican National Commit¬ 
tee. 

As a private attorney in the early 
1970s, he became involved with the 
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AHC, and was hired as its executive vice- 
president and assistant general counsel in 
1973. Five years later, he became presi¬ 
dent. 

Under Rolapp’s leadership, the AHC 
grew and expanded greatly. Although rac¬ 
ing has always been one of the group’s 
primary focuses, the AHC successfully 
represented all equine-related interests. 

In 1992, Rolapp received The Jockey 
Club Medal in recognition of his 
outstanding contributions to Thorough¬ 
bred racing and breeding. 

A native of Los Angeles, Rolapp lived 
in Darnestown, Md. He is survived by his 
wife Marilyn and four children. 

Sports betting blocked 

Good news for horsemen: the New 
Jersey Assembly’s Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee rejected by a vote of 7-2 a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to allow sports betting 
at Atlantic City casinos. 

Sports betting interests, which would 
be in direct competition with horse rac¬ 
ing, are now facing an uphill battle in 
New Jersey. In order for the amendment 
to get on the November 2 ballot, the Sen¬ 
ate and the Assembly must approve the 
measure by a 60 percent vote by late July. 

The November ballot is the last chance 
for sports betting to be legalized in New 
Jersey. After that, sports betting will be 
banned by federal law in all states except 
Nevada, which was exempted because 
sports betting already is established there. 

Simulcasting wins approval 

A bill to allow full-card simulcasts of 
out-of-state racing programs at Pennsyl¬ 
vania tracks and OTB sites has been ap¬ 
proved by the state Senate and sent to 
Governor Robert Casey for signature. 

Pari-mutuel explosion 

What do off-track betting, multiple- 
card simulcasting and inter-track wager¬ 
ing have in common, in addition to the 
obvious similarities? 

All three were introduced by Pimlico/ 
Laurel in late April. 

John (Pappy) Poole’s Cracked Claw in 
Urbana (see Newsmaker, page 40) became 
the first off-track betting facility to open 
in Maryland since the necessary legisla¬ 
tion went into effect July 1, 1992. 


A second OTB facility opened June 3, 
at Poor Jimmy’s restaurant in North East. 

Pimlico/Laurel are also simulcasting 
whole race cards from out-of-state tracks, 
and participating in an inter-track wager¬ 
ing arrangement with the state’s Stan¬ 
dard bred facilities, Rosecroft Raceway 
and Delmarva Downs. 


TOBA’s new licensing service 

The Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association (TOBA) has begun 
a new multi-state licensing assistance ser¬ 
vice for its members. 

Members may call the organization 
using a designated number (606) 
276-3897, and name the states in which 
they seek licenses. They will be told the 
total amount of the licensing fees re¬ 
quired, and will be sent a form that in¬ 
cludes a composite of the questions that 
appear on the various state applications. 
TOBA will transfer the information from 
the owners' completed questionnaires to 
each individual state’s application form. 

u We are trying to eliminate two of the 
most irritating steps,” said Muffy Stuart, 
who will oversee the program. “First, 
members write only one check (to 
TOBA) and we will write the separate 
checks to the appropriate racing commis¬ 
sions. Second, members only have to fill 
out one application and we do the rest.” 

Applicants will receive one envelope 
containing all their completed applica¬ 
tions, including the appropriate payment 
checks and postage-paid return enve¬ 
lopes. All they must do is sign and mail 
the forms. 

The service costs $ 15 for handling two 
states; $25 for three to five states; $50 for 
six to ten; and $75 for 11 or more. Calls 
will be taken between 9:30 a.m. and 3 
p.m. (EST) weekdays. 

New auction company 

Horsemen’s Bloodstock Services 
LLC, a new auction firm headed by for¬ 
mer Fasig-Tipton executives Milton J. 
(Laddie) Dance as CEO, and Josh Taylor 
as general manager, has begun operation 
in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Based in Laurel (Md.), the company 
has scheduled its first yearling sale Sep¬ 
tember 27 at Laurel Race Course. 
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Principals in the firm, in addition to 
Dance and Taylor, are Thoroughbred 
owner Jeanne G. (Jinny) Vance of Man- 
alapan, Fla.; Florida real estate auctioneer 
Robert K. Smith; and longtime auction 
executive John M.S. Finney of Lex¬ 
ington, Ky. 

Changes at AmTote 

Maryland-based AmTote Internation¬ 
al, undergoing major reshuffling since its 
purchase by GTECH Corporation, has 
Michael Piggott as its new president and 
CEO. 

Piggott was formerly group general 
manager of the communications and in¬ 
formation systems group of AWA Lim¬ 
ited, the major provider and operator of 
on-track pari-mutuel systems in Austra¬ 
lia. 

The new CEO immediately an¬ 
nounced the establishment of three de¬ 
partments: customer relations, sales and 
marketing and customer service. 

Named as executive vice-president of 
customer relations was Don Fuller, for¬ 
merly AmTote’s executive vice-president 
of customer service and sales.

(Ire) won the Racing Post Trophy-Gl 
and Stardom Stakes and finished a game 
third in champion Arazi’s Grand Crite- 
rium-Gl. 


Stallion updates 


Lord Carlos’s royal record 

Already, 1993 has been a banner sea¬ 
son for Lord Carlos, a son of Lord Gay- 
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lord who stands at his owners Charles and 
Luisita Cuprill's Woodvale Farm in 
Lewisville, Pa. 

Lord Carlos sired the winners of 
Pimlico’s first two 2-year-old races: Sugar 
Baron (out of the Silver Badge mare Nat- 
mar) and Forever Black (whose dam Sil¬ 
ver Memory is also by Silver Badge). Both 
colts, from a crop of eight 2-year-olds, are 
owned, bred and trained by the Cuprills. 

From four small crops to race. Lord 
Carlos’s record as a sire is remarkable. He 
has been represented by 21 starters, 19 of 
whom (90 percent) have won. 

An all-around success story. Lord Car¬ 
los (a foal of 1982) was bred by the Cu¬ 
prills from the Bold Legend mare Con¬ 
spiracy, whom they bought at auction as a 
yearling at Timonium in 1978 for 
$3,200. Lord Carlos won the Playpen 
Stakes and placed second in the Tremont 
Stakes-G3 and Select Handicap, earning 
$56,852. 

Hay Halo off to a good start 

Hay Halo’s first starter from his first 
crop of 2-year-olds won first time out at 
Pimlico. 

Bless Me Twice, a filly owned and bred 
by Sally M. Gibson and trained by Rich¬ 
ard W. Small, cruised to a five and a quar¬ 
ter-length score. She is out of the Spring 
Double mare Double Indemnity. 

Maryland’s champion 2-year-old of 
1986, Hay Halo (by Halo) is a stakes- 
winning half-brother to Maryland’s all- 
time leading money-earner Broad Brush. 
He stands at Ron and Carolyn Green’s 
Green Willow Farms near Westminster, 
Md. 

Beau Ridge stallion tops list 

Offspring of stallions standing at John 
McKee’s Beau Ridge Farm in Bunker 
Hill, W.Va., are coming on like gangbust- 
ers. 

The weekend of May 15-16, Beau 
Ridge stallions Glide and Aye’s Turn had 
three 2-year-old winners. 

Heading the line-up was Gliding Ar¬ 
row (by Glide), who staged a dramatic 
upset victory over champion Hansel’s full 
brother Lahint in a maiden special on 
May 16 at Belmont Park. The longest shot 
in the field, at odds of more than 19-1, 
Gliding Arrow (bred, owned and trained 
by John D. McKee) scored by three 
lengths. 

Only the day before. Glide had gotten 
his first winner from his first crop with 
first-time starter Mr Z Man’s seven- 
length triumph against maidens at 
Charles Town.

Also on May 16, Aye Blue (by Aye’s 
Turn) set every fraction en route to a four 
and three-quarter length score in a maid¬ 
en special at Philadelphia Park. 

Glide, who has only ten registered 
foals in his first crop of 2-year-olds, has 
since been represented by a third win¬ 
ner—Gliding Lady, who went wire-to- 
wire on May 25 at Philadelphia Park. 

And another Beau Ridge stallion. 
Smart Talk, had a 2-year-old winner, 
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Words of Peace, on May 29 at Charles 
Town. 

John McKee and his partner Cynthia 
O’Bannon’s homegrown 2-year-olds won 
all three 2-year-old races run at Charles 
Town through June 8. 

But their record extends far beyond 
West Virginia. Glide, a 7-year-old regally- 
bred son of Mr. Prospector—Palais Glide 
by Northern Dancer, led the nation’s 
freshman sires list through May 23. 

Another Reefs stakes winner 

Trump Mahal became the first stakes 
winner for his sire Another Reef when he 
captured Pimlico’s Knightly Manner 
Stakes on May 30. Bred and owned by 
Mrs. Frank P. Wright, and trained by Ben 
Perkins Jr., Trump Mahal is a 3-year-old 
gelding out of the Norcliffe mare Jammu.

Champion 3-year-old in France, Val de 
POrne (*Val de Loir—Aglae by Armi¬ 
stice) moved to Rockburn for the 1989 
breeding season after having stood for 
many years at the now-defunct Wind- 
fields Farm in Chesapeake City, Md. 
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Stakes winner for Whatever For 

Whatever For got his first stakes win¬ 
ner when Menemsha, a 3-year-old filly 
out of Bupersrose by Bupers, captured 
the Breeders’ Cup Christiana Stakes on 
May 31 at Delaware Park. Menemsha is 
owned and bred by Mary Voss and 
trained by Tom Voss. 

Whatever For, a stakes-winning son of 
Caro (Ire)—What’s the Reason by Hail to 
Reason, stands at Corbett Farm in Monk- 
ton, Md., as the property of Tom Voss. 


Admiral’s Flag flies high 

Honest Ensign, who has represented 
his Maryland-based sire Admiral’s Flag 
nobly over the last few seasons, added to 
that record with a convincing seven- 
length victory in the Widener Handicap 
on May 15 at Hialeah. 

It was the second major career stakes 
win for the 5-year-old horse, who won 
last year’s Broward Handicap-G3, and has 
also placed second in the Jamaica Hand- 
icap-G2, Tropical Park Handicap-G3 and 
Colin Stakes-G3, and third in the Discov¬ 
ery Handicap-G3, and Seminole and 
Creme Fraiche Handicaps, earning 
$346,329. 

Admiral’s Flag stands at the C. Frank 
Hopkins family’s Elbcrton Hill Farm in 
Darlington, Md. 

Proud Truth makes statement

Although not nearly so accomplished 
as his Kentucky Derby-winning stable- 
mate Sea Hero, Home of the Free (by Sea 
Hero’s half-brother Hero’s Honor) is a 
multiple stakes winner of $232,531.

Lil E. Tee, who missed the Pimlico 
Special-G 1 because of a recurring lung in¬ 
fection, is back in light training with con¬ 
ditioner Lynn Whiting.

light for awhile,” said Whiting. u He’s got 
to put some weight back on before we do 
anything serious.” 

It’s uncertain when or where the Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred 1992 Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner will make his next start, but it most 
likely will be late summer or fall. 

Rich prize in Japan 

Lotus Pool, a 6-year-old son of Spec¬ 
tacular Bid bred in Virginia by Mr. and

Race track news 


Garden State update 

Garden State race track will stay open 
through December 4. Currently operat¬ 
ing as a simulcast facility, the track will 
conduct its scheduled harness meeting 
September 8 through December 4. From 
there, its future is a giant question mark. 

Bob Brennan, founder and chairman 
of International Thoroughbred Breeders, 
Inc. (ITB), which owns and operates the 
Cherry Hill, N.J., facility, has set Decem¬ 
ber 4 as a deadline—by that time the track 
will either be sold or closed for racing 
purposes. 

“Mr. Brennan has told the New Jersey 
Racing Commission he’s confident Gar¬ 
den State will have a buyer by December 
4,” explained track spokesman Bill Fidati. 
“Whether that buyer will be interested in 
operating it as a race track, or will develop 
the property for other uses, remains to be 
seen. So far, no names of potential buyers 
have been disclosed.” 

Cherry Hill Township has appraised 
Garden State’s worth at $88 million. But 
Brennan has not announced a selling 
price. “He has indicated he’d be willing to 
take a lesser sum,” said Fidati. w How 
much less, we don’t know.” 

Meadowlands’s British imports 

“Overall, we’re quite happy with the 
results,” says Chris McErlean, director of 
marketing and simulcasting at the Mead- 
owlands. 

Simulcasts of British races were 
launched on April 29 at the Meadow- 
lands. 

Forty-eight programs, on Saturdays 
and selected weekdays, are being sent over 
by transatlantic satellite to Meadowlands, 
which offers them to its own fans and 
transmits them to several satellite outlets. 
Each program consists of five to seven 
races, and almost all of England’s Group 1 
races are included. 

Commentary by Bob Cooper and 
Richard Pitman, knowledgeable veterans 
of British racing, accompanies the broad¬ 
casts. A joint venture with Satellite Infor¬ 
mation Services of London, which pro¬ 
vides picture and commentary to British 
betting shops, the project will continue 
through November 6. 

“The simulcasting of racing from the 
United Kingdom,” said Hal Handel, ex- 
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ecutive vice-president and general manag¬ 
er for racing for the New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority, “is an exten¬ 
sion of what we're already doing, offering 
our customers a wide variety of racing op¬ 
tions at hours to accommodate various 
schedules. This is something different and 
may appeal to different tastes.” 

So far, Monmouth, Philadelphia Park, 
Connecticut OTB and Arlington are pick¬ 
ing up these signals from Meadowlands. 
Several other locations are expected to 
join in later in the season. 


Personnel changes 

Mike Dempsey, racing secretary at 
Monmouth and Meadowlands for the last 
two years, has been promoted to director 
of racing at the two New Jersey Sports 
Authority-owned facilities, replacing 
Randy Soth, who left to take an executive 
position at Sam Houston Race Park in 
Houston, Tex. 

In addition to his new position, 
Dempsey will continue as racing secre¬ 
tary at Meadowlands and Monmouth. 

Rick Hammerle, the stakes coordina¬ 
tor at the two tracks since 1991, was pro¬ 
moted to associate racing secretary. 


New stewards 

The Pennsylvania State Racing Com¬ 
mission has appointed Donald LeVine 
chief of the board of stewards and John 
Hanley associate steward. 

LeVine has been an owner, trainer and 
breeder of race horses and has served as a 
steward since 1979, working at 
Gulfstream Park, Monmouth, Atlantic 
City and Garden State. 

Hanley, a former jockey, has served as 
a racing official since 1964. 

LeVine and Hanley will join Sam 
Boulmetis Jr. in the stewards’ stand, re¬ 
placing Joe Abbey and E.T. McLean.

Carolina.

Tornetta, who owned the Keystone 
Mack truck dealership in Conshohocken, 
Pa., owned Storm Tower in partnership 
with his friend Charles Hesse III. Pur¬ 
chased by Hesse in Florida as an unraced 
2-year-old for $245,000, Storm Tower, 
conditioned at the Bowie Training Center 
by trainers Ben Perkins Jr. and Sr., was the 
only one of this year’s Kentucky Derby 
starters with a stable-base in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region.

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Maryland Million expands, 
to highlight Thoroughbred Festival 


A fter seven successful 
years, and the spawning of a 
number of similar state 
breeders’ days from coast to coast, of¬ 
ficials of Maryland Million Ltd. have 
announced significant expansion of 
the event into a MARYLAND 
MILLION THOROUGHBRED 
FESTIVAL 93, dedicated to pro¬ 
moting the regional Thoroughbred 
breeding industry. 

At a June luncheon, it was an¬ 
nounced that Laurel Race Course 
(site of the inaugural running on Oc¬ 
tober 18, 1986) will serve as host 
track for the 8th Maryland Million 
Day set for Saturday, October 9, 
1993. The $1,000,000 12-race card, 
entirely restricted to nominated 
Maryland-sired runners, will be the 
culmination of the Festival, which be¬ 
gins on Sunday, September 26. 

Also unveiled was a modern, styl¬ 
ized logo for the festival. It is in¬ 
tended that this logo, a brightly col¬ 
ored line drawing on a black 
background, will be replaced annu¬ 
ally by a new signature logo designed 
for that year’s festival. 

There were three specific reasons 
cited for the changes that were an¬ 
nounced. The first is simply the con¬ 
tinual desire to innovate and grow. 
Jim McKay, chairman, said, “While 
we have a top event, as evidenced by 
our success and all the imitators we 
have, we don’t want to stand pat. We 
want to keep improving.” 

The second reason is that a survey 
of Marylanders last year revealed a 
high recognition score for the name 
“Maryland Million,” but a disap¬ 
pointingly low score on the under¬ 
standing of what the name meant. 
The addition of the words “ . . Thor-

oughbred Festival 93” is intended to 
convey it as an annual horse event. 

The final reason is the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s recent decision to treat the 
Washington-Baltimore region as one 
combined market for statistical pur¬ 
poses. From a social and cultural 
standpoint, there are two separate 
and distinct communities. Maryland 
Million at Laurel has an opportunity 
to bring them together. 

Roger Schipke, president, said that 
the First National Bank of Mary¬ 
land would be the title sponsor of the 
richest race on the card, the $ 150,000 
Maryland Million CLASSIC. First 
National will also sponsor the 
$25,000 Maryland Million JUVE¬ 
NILE TURF. 

In addition, Schipke said that US- 
Air has committed to return as spon¬ 
sor of the $100,000 Maryland Mil¬ 
lion SPRINT, and that Jos. A. Bank 
Clothiers will, for the first time, be 
the sponsor of the $50,000 Marvland 
Million HANDICAP. 

Bill Aber, vice-president and gen¬ 
eral manager of Home Team Sports 
(HTS), announced that HTS will 
produce a two-hour live telecast of 
Maryland Million Day from 4 to 6 
p.m. This program will be offered to 
affiliates of the Prime Network, po¬ 
tentially reaching 40 million homes 
nationally. 


Richard W. Wilcke, executive di¬ 
rector, announced that two new hos¬ 
pitality areas with tents featuring “all- 
in” pricing (catering included) and 
private viewing patios on the track 
rail have been established for corpo¬ 
rations other than race sponsors. 

PADDOCK COURT, located on 
the first turn at Laurel, will accom¬ 
modate parties of 120 or more guests 
at one “all-in” cost of $24,000. On 
the north end, THE HOME¬ 
STRETCH will feature two sizes of 
tents, one accommodating 60-plus 
guests at an all-in cost of $9,600, and 
the other 24-plus guests at an all-in 
cost of $3,750. 

Officials also announced creation 
of the MARYLAND MILLION 
CHALLEDON SOCIETY, a “lead¬ 
ership organization open to individu¬ 
als firmly dedicated to the enhance¬ 
ment of Maryland’s Thoroughbred 
industry, deeply appreciative of its 
heritage and contributions, and 
acutely aware of its potential for 
wholesome enjoyment.” 

Society members will receive a 
special plate from Waterford Crystal 
with an engraving of Challedon, the 
only Maryland-bred to be twice rec¬ 
ognized as Horse of the Year. Jos. A. 
Bank Clothiers will manufacture an 
exclusive blazer for members, who 
will also receive parking and club¬ 
house privileges at Laurel and 
Pimlico, and privileges at selected 
tracks outside of Maryland.

Virginia-bred makes classic 
attempt in England 

Wolf Prince upholds honor in Group 1 Epsom Derby

W olf Prince’s bold at- 
tempt to win the Epsom 
Derby-Gl on June 2 failed 
honorably when he finished eighth to 
Commander in Chief 

Only the third American-based 
horse to attempt the feat, Wolf 
Prince—a Virginia-bred colt pre¬ 
pared by trainer Michael Dickinson at 
Fair Hill Training Center in Fair Hill, 
Md.—did, at least, have the consola¬ 
tion of being the most successful. Sir 
Martin in 1909 fell, while ten years 
ago Slewpy finished 18th. 

Wolf Prince arrived by air nine 
days before the race, and was placed 
under the care of Monica Dickinson 
(Michael Dickinson’s mother, who is 
a highly accomplished horsewoman 
in her own right) and Kevin William¬ 
son. Michael Dickinson joined them 
several days later. 

As Wolf Prince became acquainted 
with the unique gradients of Epsom, 
so different from the courses at home, 
the challenge facing him became ap¬ 
parent. When he galloped, he seemed 
to hang lightly in the straight, which 
falls away from the stands. 

But Dickinson was more con¬ 
cerned with the ground, which recent 
rain had turned soft in places. “I think 
our chances are being washed away,” 
said Dickinson. “He needs it firm, 
and the more the ground swings away 
from us, the more it swings toward 
the Europeans.” 

Dickinson, keen to recruit a rider 
with local knowledge, was turned 
down by the Irish champion Michael 
Kinane, who landed the ride on Com¬ 
mander in Chief. 
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The up-and-coming Frankie Det¬ 
tori, attempting to re-establish his ca¬ 
reer in Britain after being refused a 
license to ride in Hong Kong, took 
the mount. 

The bookmakers made Wolf 
Prince a 40-1 outsider for the race. 
Drawn in the middle of the 16-runner 
field, he broke from the gate well 
enough but was struggling to main¬ 
tain his position through the first half 
of the race. 

Once down Tattenham Hill and 
into the straight he began to rally, and 
ran on well in the closing stages. 

Dickinson expressed delight with 
the result, especially since he felt an 
extra run would have helped the colt’s 
build-up. 


“I just wish I could have got two 
long distance turf races into him in¬ 
stead of one,” he said. “Frankie said 
that he ran a bit too freely early on, 
but that when he was surrounded by 
horses at Tattenham Corner he picked 
up and went again. 

“I’ll give him plenty of time to get 
over this. There are plenty of turf 
races at home for him.” 

For Wolf Prince’s principal owners 
Art and Jack Preston, it was a day to 
remember. “Epsom has been so 
kind,” Jack Preston said. “It was a 
challenging course for our colt, but 
he handled it well. It was well worth¬ 
while.” 

Wolf Prince may not have brought 
home a prize, but he earned plenty of 
goodwill. □

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Top-caliber racing 
Preakness week

P rairie Bayou’s work- 
manlike, half-length victory 
was followed by a mad dash 
for the record books. Few people 
could remember an owner and trainer 
winning the Preakness two years in a 
row. (It last happened in 1947-’48, 
when Faultless and Citation per¬ 
formed that double for Calumet Farm 
and Jimmy Jones.) 

The Loblolly Stable of Arkansas 
lumberman John Ed Anthony and his 
former wife Mary Lynn Dudley, and 
their trainer Tom Bohannan, fol¬ 
lowed up on their 1992 Preakness 
victory with Pine Bluff. 

It was a vindication for Prairie 
Bayou, who finished second, as fa¬ 
vorite, behind Sea Hero in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. A gelding by Little Mis¬ 
souri—Whiffling by Wavering 
Monarch, Prairie Bayou was also dis¬ 
patched as the popular choice in the 
Preakness, at odds of 2-1. 

Rated off the early pace by jockey 
Mike Smith, he made his bid on the 
inside and prevailed over a stiff chal¬ 
lenge by Cherokee Run. Third-place 
finisher El Bakan crossed the wire 
seven lengths behind, followed by (in 
order of finish) Personal Hope, Sea 
Hero, Woods of Windsor, Rocka- 
mundo. Wild Gale, Hegar, Koluctoo 
Jimmy A1 and Too Wild. 

Disaster struck the D. Wayne Lu¬ 
kas-trained entry. Overbrook Farm’s 
Union City, who fractured his right 
foreleg as the field approached the 
half-mile pole, and was humanely de¬ 
stroyed. (A similar fate befell Prairie 
Bayou three weeks later in the Bel¬ 
mont Stakes.) 

This year’s Preakness also made 
history with the quality of its sup¬ 
porting race card. Never before had 


two Grade 1 races been run on the 
same day in Maryland. 

The $600,000-guaranteed Pim¬ 
lico Spccial-Gl, which t(x>k place less 
than an hour before the Preakness, at¬ 
tracted a strong field of six, including 
Maryland-based contender Valley 
Crossing (rated an outsider at odds of 
18-1) and last year’s winner Strike the 
Gold. Victory went to the favorite. 
Devil His Due, a 4-year-old Devil’s 
Bag colt trained by Hall of Famer Al¬ 
len Jerkens. Devil His Due is owned 
by Lion Crest Stable and George 
Greely. 

Valley Crossing put in a fine per¬ 
formance to finish second, only a 
length behind the winner. Then came 
Pistols and Roses, Conte Di Savoya, 
Ibex and Strike the Gold. 

Six stakes were run on Preakness 
day. On the two days leading up to 
the classic, Pimlico offered three 
graded stakes: the Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes-G2 (won by Aztec Hill); the 
Gallorette Handicap-G3 (You’d Be 
Surprised) and the Early Times Dixie 
Handicap-G3 (Lure). 

Preakness, by the numbers: Com¬ 
bined handle on the day’s racing set a 
new record—$30,544,984. The total 
was amassed through a combination 
of on-track wagering, in-state outlets, 
commingled pools at out-of-state 
tracks and simulcasts of the Preakness 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. 

The Preakness day crowd of 
97,641 was the second highest in his¬ 
tory, exceeded only by the record 
98,896 set in 1989. Of that total, 
85,495 were counted at Pimlico, and 
12,146 at the Laurel and Rosecroft 
inter-track wagering sites. □ 
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Loblolly Stable owner John Ed Anthony

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Virginia breeder makes name 
for himself in the Belmont

H ERMEN WHO? 

Out of the million or so people who watched Colonial 
Affair win this year’s Belmont Stakes-Gl, those who knew 
anything about the colt’s breeder Hcrmcn Greenberg could 
probably fit into one rcx)m. 

“We’ve always tried to keep our horse business private,” says Greenberg, who 
with his wife Monica owns and operates 107-acre Rutledge Farm near Mid- 
dleburg, Va., where the Belmont winner was foaled and raised. “But when a 
horse you bred wins the Belmont Stakes, you don’t mind letting people in on it.”

The curious spelling of his name, 
which makes him seem like even more 
of a mystery man, turns out to be no 
mystery. His given name is Hermen. 
“It was spelled Herman in so many 
places over the years,” says Green¬ 
berg. “That I went to court and had it 
legally changed. Now it’s right either 
way.” 

Colonial Affair (by Pleasant Colo¬ 
ny) is by far the best race horse Green¬ 
berg has ever been associated with. 

And although Greenberg no long¬ 
er owns any part of the colt—having 
sold him as a yearling at Saratoga for 
$100,000 on a bid by Centennial 
Farms—Colonial Affair’s Belmont 
Stakes win is destined to have an im¬ 
pact on Greenberg’s Rutledge Farm 
breeding operation for many years to 
come. 

That’s because Greenberg still 
owns several members of the family, 
including Colonial Affair’s young 
dam, the 8-year-old mare Snuggle (by 
Nijinsky II), whom he bought for 
$190,000 at the 1988 Keeneland No¬ 
vember breeding stock sale. 


Meet Hermen Greenberg 

When construction and real estate 
in the Washington, D.C., area took 
off through the roof after World War 
II, Greenberg and his partner Albert 


Colonial Affair was bred and raised at 
Rutledge Farm, near Middleburg, Va. 
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Small were just starting out, ready 
and able to capitalize on the boom. 
“You couldn’t do what we did, today,” 
says Greenberg, 72. 

A lifelong resident of the Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., area, Greenberg remains 
active in the firm, known as Southern 
Engineering Corp., that he and Small 
started some 45 years ago. The com¬ 
pany has built thousands of houses, 
apartments and shopping centers in 
Washington and the surrounding re¬ 
gion. Greenberg and Small also man¬ 
age many properties through their 
Community Realty company. 

Greenberg got interested in horses 
when his daughter Sherri competed 
in top-level horse shows many years 
ago. 

For some 15 to 20 years—through¬ 
out the 1970s until well into the 
‘80s—he owned race horses in part¬ 
nership with leading Maryland train¬ 
er King T. Leatherbury. “We won a 
lot of races,” says Greenberg. “But 
not many big ones.” 

The high point with Leatherbury 
came when their homebred filly Ms. 
Rutledge (by Lord Gaylord) cap¬ 
tured the State of Maryland Distaff 
Handicap on 1987 Maryland Million 
Day. 

Seven years ago, Greenberg at¬ 
tended the Kentucky Derby and “got 
excited. I could do this, I thought to 
myself. I’m going to go out and breed 
myself a good horse.” 

It might have been a dream, but 
Greenberg is no idle dreamer. 

He bought his farm in Virginia: a 
beautiful property, with all the ame¬ 
nities, where he and his wife now 
have their weekend home. 

Then he parted company with his 
longtime trainer and friend. “We’re 
still friends,” Greenberg says of 
Leatherbury. They divided their 
stock, with Greenberg getting Ms. 
Rutledge (now in foal to Fast Play 
and contentedly grazing the pastures 
at Rutledge Farm). Leatherbury got 
Ms. Rutledge’s dam Snared (by In¬ 
subordination), who was also the 
dam of the two—and only two—oth¬ 
er stakes horses Greenberg has bred: 
Robbie Roberson (a 1981 filly by An 
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Hermen Greenberg has made his career in 
construction and real estate management. 


Act), who broke her maiden as a 
2-year-old in the Debby’s Turn Stakes 
at Timonium; and stakes-placed 
Somerset Lass (a 1979 daughter of 
Dancing Count). 

Greenberg loves to tell the story of 
Robbie Roberson, his first stakes 
winner, who was named after the 
baseball player. “We ran her in the 
stakes at Timonium, because we 
couldn’t find a maiden race for her. 
She won—and Robbie Roberson 
happened to be there that day.” 

When he set his sights on breeding 
a “big horse,” Greenberg applied an 
age-old strategy. He started buying 
the best brcxxJmares he could afford, 
and breeding them to them to high- 
caliber stallions. In the beginning, he 
made all the decisions on his own, al¬ 
though he now has two professional 
advisors, John Finney and Bill 
Graves. 


At Keeneland in 1988, Greenberg 
relied on his own intuition in pur¬ 
chasing a 3-year-old daughter of lead¬ 
ing sire Nijinsky II, already carrying 
her first foal, by Devil’s Bag. 

Getting warmer 

That was Snuggle. Although she 
doesn’t have much of a race record 
(retired as a maiden after three starts). 
Snuggle is also regally-bred on the 
bottom line. Consigned to Keene¬ 
land by Mrs. James P. Mills’s Hickory 
Tree Farm, one of Virginia’s vener¬ 
able breeding establishments, she is a 
granddaughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Mills’s stellar mare *Glad Rags II. 

Champion 2-year-old filly in Ire¬ 
land in 1965, and winner of the clas¬ 
sic One Thousand Guineas at 3, 
*Glad Rags II has generated plentiful 
black type as a brcxxlmare. She pro¬ 
duced three major stakes winners: 
Terpsichorist, a 1975 filly who won 
multiple graded stakes and earned 
$426,986; Gorytus, a colt of 1985, 
who was a Group 2 winner in Eng¬ 
land; and Mirthful Flirt. 

(Both Terpsichorist and Gorytus 
were sired by Nijinsky II—a nick that 
would take on added significance af¬ 
ter this year’s Belmont Stakes.) 

The first of *Glad Rags II’s off¬ 
spring to prove herself on the track. 
Mirthful Flirt, a 1972 daughter by 
Raise a Native, was preaxrious as a 
2-year-old in England, where she 
won two of four starts, including the 
Kingsclere Stakes. Returned to the 
United States in the fall of her 2-year- 
old season, she won two more races, 
including the Golden Rod Stakes-G3 
at Churchill Downs. The next spring, 
she added Pimlico’s Flirtation Stakes 
to her list of achievements. 

After that, Mirthful Flirt went on 
to a long and productive broodmare 
career for Hickory Tree, with Snug¬ 
gle as her seventh foal. 

Mirthful Flirt’s best runners were 
What’s Dat (by Believe It) winner of 
the Cowdin Stakes-G2 at 2 in 1982; 
and Seattle Bound, a graded stakes- 
placed colt by Seattle Slew. 

Greenberg picked up where Hick¬ 
ory Tree left off with the illustrious 
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family. Snuggle’s first foal, whose sire 
Devil’s Bag was a champion cam¬ 
paigned by Hickory Tree, was 
bought back by Greenberg for 
$50,000 at the Saratoga yearling sale. 
A filly named Devil’s Flirt, she’s failed 
to break her maiden in three starts for 
Greenberg. u But we’ve had the prob¬ 
lem cured,” he says. tt And now she’s 
ready to go back to the track (with 
Delaware Park-based trainer Noel 
Twining).” 

Colonial Affair came right after 
that. 

Greenberg was attempting to fol¬ 
low his game plan when he bred 
Snuggle to Pleasant Colony, using a 


season he had purchased at the 1988 
Stallion Access Champagne Sale of 
seasons and shares at Saratoga. 

u Breeders with an eye for the clas¬ 
sics patronized him consistently 
(from the beginning of his stud ca¬ 
reer),” writes the Thoroughbred Times 
columnist Frank Mitchell. Pleasant 
Colony (His Majesty—Sun Colony 
by Sunrise Flight) had been that kind 
of race horse himself, winning the 
1981 Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
(his bid for the Triple Crown was 
foiled when he had problems but still 
finished a game third behind Sum¬ 
ming and Highland Blade). 

Campaigned by his breeder, prorn- 
inent Virginian Thomas Mellon 
Evans, Pleasant Colony stands at 
Evans’s Buckland Farm in Kentucky. 
Buckland holds 15 of the 40 shares in 
the horse, who stands for a non-guar- 
anteed fee of $60,000. 

A homey affair 

Colonial Affair, who today stands 
a towering 17 hands, was always big 
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for his age. He was raised by a paint 
nurse mare, his dam having failed to 
produce milk. 

But he was always well-mannered, 
and a big favorite with Mrs. Green¬ 
berg. “We treat them all like pets,” 
says Greenberg. “Monica used to play 
with him all the time. And do you 
know, when we saw him in the pad- 
dock on Belmont day, he seemed to 
recognize her! It was as if he were tell¬ 
ing her he was going to win. We 
rushed back upstairs and bet. Had 
$10 on the exacta. (At Belmont Park 
odds of nearly 14-1, the Greenbergs 
got a huge return on their invest¬ 
ment. A $2 winning mutuel ticket 


was worth $29.80, and a $2 exacta 
paid $463.60). 

The $100,000 Greenberg got for 
Colonial Affair as a yearling is also all 
right by him. “We breed to sell,” he 
says. “All of our horses are offered for 
sale as yearlings. If they don’t bring 
enough, we keep them and race them 
ourselves.” 

Greenberg currently has about 
eight horses, spread among four 
trainers: Steve Penrod, Scotty Schul- 
hofer, Carlos Garcia and Noel Twin¬ 
ing. 

His association with Schulhofer, 
who trains Colonial Affair, brought 
him into the inner circle on Belmont 
day. The Greenbergs sat in Schul- 
hofer’s box. “When Scotty was ready 
to saddle the horse, he said to us: 
"Come on, let’s go,’ ” says Greenberg. 

“Funny thing is—I haven’t been 
used to winning races in the last three 
or four years. Compared to those 
times when we won all those races 
with cheaper horses, it’s been a 


drought since I’ve been on this breed¬ 
ing kick,” he says. 

But if Greenberg’s hopes pan out, a 
second wave may be coming along 
soon. There are currently eight 
broodmares at Rutledge Farm, which 
is managed by experienced horseman 
Bob Powell, a native Virginian who 
for many years served as chief physical 
inspector for Fasig-Tipton sales com¬ 
pany. 

Snuggle, now queen of the hill, 
produced a Private Account filly the 
year after Colonial Affair. Named 
Mistress’ Stash, that filly, as yet un¬ 
raced, was sold by Greenberg at Sar¬ 
atoga for $45,000. Greenberg still 
owns Snuggle’s yearling filly by Die¬ 
sis (GB), whom he hopes to sell at this 
year’s Keeneland September sale. 

Greenberg gave seven of his eight 
broodmares a year off in 1993, not 
breeding them for this season due to 
late foalings. Snuggle, among that 
group, is in foal for 1994 to Blushing 
John. 

Greenberg’s next-best mare is Am 
Capable, who was a $550,000 pur¬ 
chase at the 1989 Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale. By Icecapade out of the Turn 
to Reason mare Am Reasonable, the 
13-year-old broodmare was a multi¬ 
ple graded stakes winner of 
$410,733. 

She has produced two stakes 
horses, Iroquois Park, by Chiefs 
Crown ($103,721, De Anza S) and 
Kirgiz (2nd Piston Breeders’ Cup H), 
from her first four foals to race. Her 
3-year-old colt Chief Protocol (by 
Chiefs Crown), whom she was car¬ 
rying when Greenberg bought her, 
broke his maiden for Greenberg in 
May at Churchill Downs. He is 
trained by Steve Penrod. 

Am Capable has a yearling filly by 
Seattle Slew, who will also be con¬ 
signed to Keeneland in September. 
Not bred for "93, she’s in foal to A.P. 
Indy. 

Rutledge Farm’s other mares are in 
foal to such sires as Cahill Road, Car- 
nivalay. Fast Play, Green Dancer, 
Mining and Theatrical (Ire). 

“With a little bit of luck,” says 
Greenberg. “Who knows?” □ 
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“Monica used to play with him 
all the time. . . in the paddock, he 
seemed to recognize her!” 



Mid-Atlantic Triple Crown connections 


V irginia-breds arc two-for-thrcc in 
this year’s Triple Crown races. 
Colonial Affair, winner of the Bel¬ 
mont Stakes, is the newest hero, fol¬ 
lowing up on Sea Hero’s triumph in 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Colonial Affair gave a powerful 
performance in the Belmont. Rallying 
on the outside, he coasted to a two and 
a quarter-length score over Kissin 
Kris. 

Sadly, his victory was nearly over¬ 
shadowed by the breakdown of Preak- 
ness winner Prairie Bayou, who frac¬ 
tured his left fore leg in the early stages 
of the race, and was subsequently hu¬ 
manely destroyed. 

But the Belmont victory had im¬ 
portant significance to many people 
from the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Julie Krone, a “Maryland product,” 


whose talent was nurtured early on by 
then-agent Chick Lang Jr., became the 
first woman jockey ever to win a classic 
race. 

Colonial Affair’s owner. Centen¬ 
nial Farms, is a partnership headed by 
Boston investment banker Donald V. 
Little. Centennial has a 60-acre train¬ 
ing facility, near Middleburg, Va. 

The partnership that owns Colo¬ 
nial Affair, one of many Little has suc¬ 
cessfully put together under the Cen¬ 
tennial Farms banner (1993 champion 
sprinter Rubiano is another of his 
stars), has 37 investors. 

Of those, the largest shareholder— 
and thus principal owner of Colonial 
Affair—is Paoli (Pa.) horsewoman 
Betty Moran. 

Mrs. Moran, whose Brushwood 
Stable campaigned Creme Fraiche to 


victory in the 1985 Belmont, had a 
hand in the selection process when 
Colonial Affair was purchased by Cen¬ 
tennial Farms for $100,000 at the 
1991 Saratoga Yearling sale. So did 
Stephen Carr, who manages the Cen¬ 
tennial Thoroughbred interests; and 
Paula Parsons, who handles the train¬ 
ing at Centennial’s farm in Virginia. 

Other notes on Mid-Atlantic- 
breds: Virginia Rapids, fresh from vic¬ 
tory in the Peter Pan Stakes-G2 (in 
which he beat Colonial Affair), lcx>ked 
to be a strong hope for his owner/ 
breeder, Joseph and William Stavola’s 
Middletown Stable. The New Jersey- 
bred colt finished fifth. 

Sea Hero won the $1-million Tri¬ 
ple Crown bonus, as the top performer 
among the horses who finished all 
three events.

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Virginia Gold Cup 
provides 24-karat sport

M aryland invaders dominated the 68th run- 
ning of the Virginia Gold Cup on a glorious May 1 at The 
Plains. 

After four miles and 23 fences, the first four finishers 
were led by Johnny Bosley on H. Turney McKnight’s Kuujjuaq. 

Then came two horses from the Monkton (Md.) stable of trainer Nancy 
Griswold Knox: No Triskadekafobia, owned by William D. Class and ridden by 
Michael Traurig; and Fancy Hill Farm’s Ballybranogue, J.W. Delozier up. 
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Even fourth place was snatched 
away from Molly Nicoll’s Virginia 
entry, Friendly Retreat, when the 
Glyndon (Md.) team of Patrick Wor- 
rall and Scanden Stable’s Heavenly 
Dance came on with a rush in the 
stretch to capture a photo finish dead 
heat for that placing. 

The victor, Kuujjuaq, is one of 
Maryland’s rising timber stars. Bred 
by H. Turney Me Knight at his farm 
in White Hall (Md.) and named for a 
small fishing village in Canada where 
the McKnights go on vacations, the 
11 -year-old has won four in a row 
since launching his timber career a 
year ago. 

A chestnut gelding by Run the 
Gantlet—Cyano Mist by Misty 
Flight, Kuujjuaq made his first start 
(finishing fourth) over National 
fences as a 4-year-old in 1986. The 
following year he ran nine times, fi¬ 
nally breaking his maiden in the 
eighth of those tries, in October at 
Far Hills. 

Although he was competitive over 
hurdles, one of his best performances 
being a strong third in the Crown 
Royal Cup Handicap at Pine Moun¬ 
tain, Ga., that maiden victory proved 
to be the only one of his brush career. 

“But Kuujjuaq is very versatile,” 
explained Liz McKnight, accom¬ 
plished steeplechase rider and wife of 
the owner/trainer/breeder. “I hunt 
him regularly with Elkridge-Harford 
(where she is the new joint-Master), 
and last fall we won the pair class at 
the hunter trials. 

“The thought is that Run the Gan¬ 
tlet’s offspring improve with age,” 
she said. “Everything is finally click¬ 
ing with him.” 

In 1992, Kuujjuaq finished third 
in the John Rush Streett maiden tim¬ 
ber race at My Lady’s Manor. Coming 
for the first time to The Plains, he 
broke his maiden by ten lengths, with 
Michael Traurig aboard. 

This year began with a triumph in 
the Elkridge-Harford point-to-point, 
followed by a decisive win in the Ben¬ 
jamin Murray Memorial (non-win¬ 
ners of two) at Butler. It is now cap¬ 
ped by the Virginia Gold Cup, a

stakes worth $40,000. John Bosley 
has ridden the gelding in his last three 
races. 

At 39, Bosley is a veteran with vic¬ 
tories in almost all the big timber 
races, including the 1985 Maryland 
Hunt Cup on Our Steeplejack. How¬ 
ever, Bosley, whose father Jackie won 
the 1941 Gold Cup on Goldun, had 
never before captured a Gold Cup. 

Michael Traurig, the rider in Kuuj- 
juaq’s first timber win, was aboard 
No Triskadekafobia in the 1993 Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup, and he sent his 
mount to the lead over the first fence. 

Bosley settled Kuujjuaq close be¬ 
hind in second, with Jack Fisher on 
the favorite Shining Beacon and Pat¬ 
rick Worrall on Heavenly Dance fol¬ 
lowing side-by-side. 

Joe Gillet on Oval Office, Don 
Yovanovich on Friendly Retreat, 
Mike Elmore on Imp Chacer and De- 
lozier on Ballybranogue were 
bunched immediately behind the 
frontrunners, with the mare Song of 
Songs (Chi) and Bay Cockburn just 
slightly off the pace. 

This order remained essentially 
the same until the halfway point, 
when Friendly Retreat, Imp Chacer, 
Ballybranogue and Oval Office elec¬ 
ted to move on the leaders. 

At the four-foot post-and-rail in 
front of the crowd, Kuujjuaq took 
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splendid flight, wresting the lead 
from No Triskadekafobia with Shin¬ 
ing Beacon still in show contention. 

At the 18th fence, on the backside. 
Imp Chacer hooked his knees and fell 
heavily, forcing Ballybranogue and 
Oval Office into each other on the 
right. Heavenly Dance was impeded 
as he zig-zagged around the left side 
of Imp Chacer, while the faller strug¬ 
gled to his feet. 

Jockey Joe Gillet pulled up the in¬ 
jured Oval Office. Although Bally¬ 
branogue went on to finish third, he 
also suffered from the incident. 

“J.W. (Delozier, Ballybranogue’s 
rider) said he never felt anything 
wrong,” lamented trainer Nancy 
Knox, “but the horse bowed badly. 
However, he will recover and now I 
have a GREAT hunter.” 

The final two fences set up as a 
two-horse battle between No Triska¬ 
dekafobia and Kuujjuaq. Shining 
Beacon pulled up before the last, leav¬ 
ing Ballybranogue in sole possession 
of third place. 

“The race went very much as we 
hoped,” said Bosley afterwards. 
“Turney told me to stay close, because 
Kuujjuaq is a galloper. 

“I took the lead a little sooner than 
I would have liked, however, because 
my horse was jumping so well that I 
kept getting up on the other horse 
over the fences.” 

McKnight, on the other hand, 
tried to give the credit to Bosley. 

“We owe it all to Johnny,” 
McKnight said. “He rides Kuujjuaq 
perfectly and gives him tremendous 
confidence. Bos did a great job.” 

Countered Bosley: “It was a team 
effort.” 

Cyano Mist, the dam of Kuujjuaq, 
was bred by Turney McKnight’s 
mother June. Turney rode the mare 
over jumps some years ago. (He won 
the Virginia Gold Cup and the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup on Tong, also bred by 
June McKnight.) 

The McKnights also campaign a 
9-year-old full brother to Kuujjuaq 
named Cotuit (another Canadian 
fishing site). Although Cotuit has 
been only moderately successful to 


date, Liz McKnight remarked: “We 
expect Cotuit to peak soon—any 
time now.” 

Trainer Nancy Knox was pleased 
with runner-up No Triskadekafobia’s 
performance over the demanding 
Great Meadow course. 

“Benjie (as No Triskadekafobia is 
known in the barn) ran the best race 
he’s ever had,” declared Knox. “The 
fact is that he just isn’t as fast as Kuuj¬ 
juaq. 

“Michael Traurig really rides this 
horse well—and he’s not easy to ride. 
The jockey must let him go to the lead 
or he fights and wears himself out. 
Also, in a stretch run like this, there’s 
another crucial handicap: No Triska¬ 
dekafobia won’t tolerate the whip, so 
Michael handrode him to the wire.” 

Knox began the spring season at 
Cheshire (Pa.) point-to-point with a 
one-two finish for Ballybranogue 
and No Triskadekafobia in the light¬ 
weight timber. While No Triskadeka¬ 
fobia ran a creditable third at My 
Lady’s Manor, Ballybranogue fell 
into a spate of bad luck, the kind that 
has plagued him throughout his ca¬ 
reer. 

After his victory at Cheshire, the 
chestnut gelding by Winged T. was 
pulled up at My Lady’s Manor. Tests 
indicated that Ballybranogue had 
contracted Lyme disease. 

Dr. Rachel Blakey’s veterinary 
treatment had the horse back to the 
races two weeks later for the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. Ballybranogue ran 
and jumped brilliantly until he slam¬ 
med on the brakes well in front of the 
water jump (the second last) and lost 
his jockey. A third place in the Virgin¬ 
ia Gold Cup, in spite of running the 
last half-mile on a bowed tendon, 
demonstrated the kind of heart that 
has endeared Ballybranogue to the 
Griswold family. 

However, the Virginia Gold Cup 
was to be Nancy Knox’s final outing 
as a steeplechase trainer. 

“I’m going back to the investment 
business,” she explained. “I was a re¬ 
tail broker with Alex. Brown until I 
got married. Now it’s the time in my 
life to get back into it.” 


Taking two parts of the Virginia 
Gold Cup is an excellent way to exit. 

In the companion feature of the 
seven-race Gold Cup card, the three- 
mile Swan Lake Stakes over National 
fences, the Pennsylvania-based team 
of owner Mrs. Walter Jeffords, trainer 
Bruce Miller, his daughter/rider 
Blythe Miller, and 1992 Eclipse 
award steeplechaser Lonesome Glo¬ 
ry, plucked victory in the final strides 
from Michael Murphy’s Maryland- 
bred/owned/trained and ridden Cir¬ 
cuit Bar. 

Trained by Alicia Murphy of Park- 
ton and ridden by Baltimore insur¬ 
ance executive Greg Ryan, Circuit 
Bar was six lengths ahead of the eight- 
horse field after the first hurdle. 

Midway through the race, the 
6-year-old Mokhieba gelding opened 
up 30 to 40 lengths, with Ryan taking 
that opportunity to control the pace 
and steady his mount. 

On the backside, the field closed 
the gap, with Lonesome Glory burst¬ 
ing from third position at the second 
last. Meeting the final obstacles im¬ 
maculately, Blythe Miller pulled her 
horse from behind Circuit Bar at the 
head of the stretch, drawing off to 
win by three-quarters of a length un¬ 
der a hand ride. 

“Lonesome Glory is some special 
horse to come on to Circuit Bar like 
he did,” remarked Miller. “He doesn’t 
like to go in front, and he looks 
around if he gets the lead, so I stayed 
behind as long as I could. 

“I was really impressed with the 
gallop he had left after three miles.” 

Obrecht-Schapiro Stable’s De- 
lessio, ridden by Chuck Lawrence 
and trained by Joe Gillet, finished 
third. 

In other events of the day. Jack 
Kent Cooke’s Big Estero won the 
novice timber; Kennard Warfield’s 
Lonesome Jubilee, the maiden hur¬ 
dle; Mrs. Thomas Ashbridge’s Boom 
Town Bob, the apprentice timber;

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Maryland’s long-awaited OTB 
proves popular attraction 

John Poole says he’s found a winning ticket 
for his Cracked Claw restaurant in Urbana 



T he first off-track bet- 
ting facility ever to operate in 
Maryland opened at the 
Cracked Claw/Peter Pan Restaurant 
and Sports Palace in Urbana, a rural 
community located toward the west¬ 
ern part of the state, about six miles 
southeast of Frederick. 

The owner, John (Pappy) Poole, 
doesn’t know where the quarter-pole 
is, and until recently he couldn’t have 
explained the difference between a 
quinella and an exacta, but he has be¬ 
come a major player within Mary¬ 
land’s horse racing industry. 

“Mind-boggling” is the way Pcxde 
describes the impact OTB has had on 
his restaurant trade. 


“Before it started, our lunch busi¬ 
ness was practically non-existent,” 
says Poole, whose restaurant is be¬ 
lieved to be the largest in the state— 
33,000 square feet, with seats for 
1,200 people. “We’d average eight or 
ten customers a day at lunch.” 

Now, on a quiet Tuesday, it’s not 
unusual for 400 people to show up 
around mid-day at the Cracked Claw. 

Preakness day—the high water 
mark so far—drew an estimated 
3,000 customers, according to Poole. 
About a third of that crowd was 
turned away because there wasn’t 
room for them all, even with a tent set 
up on the lawn to handle the over¬ 
flow. The Cracked Claw’s mutuel

handle that day amounted to about 
$220,000. “We didn’t have one min¬ 
ute’s worth of problems,” says Poole. 

By mid-May, when Pimlico/Laurel 
management was still trying to sort 
out the effect of all the pari-mutuel 
innovations (OTB, multiple-card si¬ 
mulcasts, inter-track wagering with 
Rosecroft Raceway) that were intro¬ 
duced this spring, Poole had already 
declared his part of the deal an un¬ 
qualified success. 

A percentage of the mutuel handle 
at the Cracked Claw goes to compen¬ 
sate Poole for expenses of running the 
operation—mainly, mutuel clerks 
and security guards’ salaries. But 
most of the restaurant’s net gain is 
generated from sale of food. “It’s dou¬ 
bled the volume of our food busi¬ 
ness,” says Poole. 

Betting windows (a total of 14, 
plus six automatic tellers) are located 
in two of the restaurant’s six dining 
rooms. 

A Frederick County landmark, the 
Peter Pan has been in existence since 
the 1800s, and attracted large crowds 
as a family restaurant in the 1950s 
and '60s. It had fallen on hard times, 
mostly due to competition from oth¬ 
er restaurants that are situated closer 
to the populous areas of Frederick 
and Washington. And Poole, who 
says he has invested about $2 million 
in the restaurant, has struggled to re- 
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verse that decline. “We’ve tried every¬ 
thing we could think of-—bands, a ka¬ 
raoke, a seafood buffet. They all 
helped, but nothing like OTB.” 

P(X)le, whose daughter Terri serves 
as general manager of the Cracked 
Claw, is delighted with the kind of 
clientele OTB has attracted. “They’re 
upscale—solid, responsible people, 
who enjoy gambling in comfortable 
surroundings,” he says. “We have one 
group of five retirees (all men) who 
come every day. The average age is 
about 45; men outnumber women 
about five to one during the day, but 
we get more women in the evenings.” 

P(X)le, 67, has been in the restau¬ 
rant business for more than 18 years. 
“It started as a lark,” says the restau¬ 
rateur. “I didn’t know beans about 
running a restaurant. But I liked to 
ax>k. We used to have a crab feast 
every year for the employees in the 
lumberyard I owned. It grew and 
grew. People brought their friends 
and family, until eventually we had 
500 people. In a way, the restaurant 
was a spin-off from that. 

“We bought a bcx>k of seafood rec¬ 
ipes, and went into business (as the 
Cracked Claw), in a 150-seat restau¬ 
rant in Germantown. S<x>n our vol¬ 
ume was out-of-sight—$1.2 million 
a year.” 

Location of an OTB facility at the 
Cracked Claw has not been univer¬ 
sally popular. It drew strong opposi¬ 
tion from some neighborhcxxl people 
at a public hearing held April 21 by 
the Maryland Racing Commission. 
Neighbors lauded the Pooles for 
many contributions they have made 
to the local community—such as pro¬ 
viding space for meetings of the his¬ 
torical society, and Sunday school 
classes for the nearby Catholic 
church—but were afraid OTB would 
bring an element of violence and 
crime into the countryside. 

“I wasn’t worried about that,” says 
Poole, who visited OTB sites in Phila¬ 
delphia and Chicago before making 
application to run a facility. “I’d seen 
how smoothly these things can oper¬ 
ate. I didn’t expect problems, and 
there haven’t been any.” □

Southern invaders have field day 
at Potomac hunt races 

Virginia-based King’s Galley wins 
featured Preakness open timber/Potomac Plate 


I T’S BEEN SAID THAT THE POTOMAC HUNT RACES OFFER VlR- 
ginia timber-toppers a rare opportunity to shine “across the river.” 
This was never more true than at the 41st renewal of the popular 
point-to-point May 9 near Seneca. 

It’s not surprising. After all, Virginians have considered Potomac an exten¬ 
sion of their own circuit since 1987, when horsemen from the Old Dominion 
helped design the Bittersweet Field course. 


Billed as “the official steeplechase 
of the Maryland Preakness Celebra¬ 
tion,” Potomac also offered Maryland 
Governor’s Cup point-chasers anoth¬ 
er chance to score before the circuit’s 
end September 19. 

That’s right, September 19. 
Though Maryland’s point-to-point 
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season traditionally ends at Potomac, 
heavy snows wreaked havoc on the 
spring schedule. Several date changes 
and one cancellation later, it was de¬ 
cided that the circuit—and therefore 
the Governor’s Cup series—would 
resume in fall, with the postponed 
Marlborough Hunt Races. 


Packed with loyal patrons reveling 
in the “country fair” atmosphere, 
Potomac seemed unaffected by the al¬ 
tered schedule. The weather cooper¬ 
ated, and a crowd of 8,000-10,000 
turned up to cheer on their favorites 
and to usher in summer. 

The seasonal rites were carefully 
observed, with colorful tents erected 
and the requisite chalkboard hung on 
the stewards’ stand. Potomac Hunt’s 
joint-Master Peter Hitchen was om¬ 
nipresent, shaking hands, driving the 
horse ambulance and moving jump 
wings for a flat race. Course owner 
Austin Kiplinger was presented an 
“English garden armchair.” And 
Potomac Hunt tee shirts were selling 
like hotcakes. 

At the heart of it all was some su¬ 
perior racing. 

For the second straight year, the 
day’s featured $5,000 Preakness open 
timber/Potomac Plate fell to a south¬ 
ern invader. 

Mary Braga’s King’s Galley was a 
wire-to-wire winner of the three and 
one-quarter mile contest, outdistanc¬ 
ing even last year’s winner Marlboro 
Prince. Trainer Michael Elmore was 
in the irons. 

Peter Hitchen’s 1991 Potomac 
Plate winner Daily Desire was a re¬ 
grettable scratch; the 9-year-old geld¬ 
ing had sustained minor injuries in an 
accident the previous week. Other 

Following King’s Galley’s wire-to- 
wire victory, owner Mary Braga (with 
hat) and trainer/rider Mike Elmore 
accepted trophies from Bess and Tyler 
Abell, of Merry-Go-Round Farm. 
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late scratches were H. Bruce Fen¬ 
wick’s Sabas, a contender for the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Cup novice timber title; and 
Irvin Naylor’s Slouch (NZ), who 
opted for novice company that day. 

So it was that the feature field had 
dwindled to three horses, all based in 
Virginia. If Marlboro Prince couldn’t 
do it under new rider Pete Aylor, per¬ 
haps Donna Rogers’s promising 
young Whisper Foot could. The 
5-year-old mare was fresh from victo¬ 
ry in Bull Run’s novice timber, hav¬ 
ing finished a good third in the sec¬ 
ond division of the John Rush Streett 
Memorial at My Lady’s Manor April 
10 . 

A super-fit King’s Galley broke 
first, speeding ahead to a sizeable lead 
over Whisper Foot and Marlboro 
Prince. The latter horse soon assumed 
second place, but King’s Galley 
proved uncatchable, opening up by as 
much as 15 to 20 lengths. 

The order remained much the 
same for the next two miles, Marl¬ 
boro Prince closing the gap to about 
eight lengths three fences from home. 
With half a mile to go. Whisper Foot 
began to advance, rallying impres¬ 
sively for second in the race’s final 
strides. 

The winning margin was five to 
six lengths; the winning time, 
6:29 4 /s. 

It was the second victory of the 
weekend for Elmore, who resides in 
The Plains, Va. The lanky rider/train¬ 
er had piloted Jack Kent Cooke’s for¬ 
mer hurdle star Big Estero to victory 
in Piedmont’s Rokeby Bowl the pre¬ 
vious day. He rode with a modified 
sling on both occasions, testament to 
a shoulder sprained in the May 1 Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup. 

The injury didn’t hinder him, al¬ 
though he admitted the 9-year-old 
Fabled Monarch—Up Oars gelding is 
a “very strong-minded horse. You 
can’t rate him,” Elmore insisted. “You 
have to let him go out and relax in 
front. He’s a good jumper, and he 
uses himself really well.” 

King’s Galley now moves into 
contention for the Governor’s Cup 
open timber title. He’s in good com¬ 


pany; sanctioned winners Ivory 
Poacher, Sea Speed and Kuujjuaq also 
figure. 

Novice timber kudos—and the 
lion’s share of a $2,500 purse—also 
went to Virginia interests. David 
DeMichele and Marcella Smith’s 
Bellevue Prince upset Louis (Paddy) 
Neilson III and the formidable 
Slouch by four and a half lengths. 
DeMichele lives near Haymarket, 
while Bridgewater is home to Smith, 
who also trains Bellevue Prince. 

The race was hard-fought, with 
Running Blade and Slouch duking it 
out for control of the pace. By the 
final three-eighths of a mile. Slouch 
had kicked free of his pursuer when 
Bellevue Prince came out of nowhere 
with a late rush that sent the paceset¬ 
ters spinning. 

“The last time past the tower, Mike 
Traurig (on eventual third-place fin¬ 
isher Compli With Me) started to 
wiggle up towards the front, and I 
was afraid we’d get left,” recalled 
DeMichele. “So I hit Bellevue Prince 
once, and he took off. Coming down 
the hill, he was jumping great. We hit 
the second-last flying. I cracked my 
whip again, and he shot out of his 
skin! I’d love to be able to do that 
again on command,” the young rider 
said. 

Bellevue Prince now joins the likes 
of Sabas, Shining Beacon and Kuuj¬ 
juaq on the list of possible Governor’s 
Cup novice timber titlists. 

Several Pennsylvania players also 
figured prominently at Potomac. The 
Unionville team of trainer Lilith Wil¬ 
son Boucher and her rider/husband 
Richard Boucher accounted for two 
wins, with Tabor Dance in the second 
division of the maiden hurdle, and Sir 
Arthur in the $5,000 open hurdle. 
The latter horse had just broken his 
maiden at the Middleburg point-to- 
point, under the aegis of then owner/ 
trainer Laura Whitney. Lilith 
Boucher now owns Sir Arthur. 

Among the other successful Penn¬ 
sylvanians was Frank A. Martin, who 
with Lets Tango took the Kiplinger 
Cup owner-rider timber race by a 
length. 


A local favorite commanded atten¬ 
tion, too. Motorcade, an entry of 
Potomac Hunt’s joint-Master Irvin 
(Skip) Crawford II, performed admi¬ 
rably in the first division of the Na¬ 
tions Bank maiden hurdle. Under 
trainer J.D. (Joe) Gillet, the 4-year- 
old gelding came from behind to 
edge Sword of Alydar by a half- 
length. Gillet had originally named 
J.W. Delozier as the rider—a matter 
of weight, he said—but a minor arm 
injury intervened. 

“He’s a super-nice horse,” said 
Gillet, who had undertaken the 
horse’s training three weeks before. 
“Joe had him nice and relaxed. That 
was very exciting,” affirmed Craw¬ 
ford. 

Gillet took the opportunity to wax 
nostalgic. It seems he rode his first- 
ever jump race at Potomac about a 
decade ago. “I finished last and just 
about fell off three times, and every¬ 
body claimed foul on me. Now I’m 
retiring,” he joked. 

Careers like that often begin with 
the junior pony races. And Potomac 
isn’t lacking for those. Kelly Conaway 
and the hard-to-beat Garfield out- 
dueled Hannah Osier and Summer 
for small/medium honors here. In the 
large pony division, the standouts 
were Elizabeth Voss and the veteran 
Jay, over Kelly Conaway and Got All 
Night. 

The day’s activities ended with the 
pink-coated outriders contesting an 
impromptu dash. □

Timonium 2-year-olds 

S ubstantial increases were reported at the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic selected 2-year-olds in training sale held May 16 at Timonium. 

The average ($14,935) rose 12.6 percent above last year’s figure ($13,263). 

At this year’s auction, 78 horses sold for a gross of $1,164,900, marking a 14.7 
percent increase in sales, and 29.2 percent rise in gross amount. In 1992,68 2-year-olds 
brought $901,900. 

Buy-back rate for the 1993 sale was 35 percent, with 42 of the 120 horses offered 
being taken back by their consignors. In 1992, the rate was 43.3 percent, with 52 of the 
120 juveniles listed as RNAs. 

Topping this year’s sale on a $43,000 bid was a filly by Chromite out of the Tentam 
mare Tentamount, who is a winning half-sister to multiple stakes winner Lord Lister. 
Named Chromogenic, the filly was consigned by Inwtxxl Farms and purchased by
